Psychokinesis, an individual is able to cause an effect on 
some physical object distant from him; again, by some unknown 
process. Finally, remote communications, or telepathy is

Also spurring the effort on is the sure knowledge that 
for years the Soviet Union has had an intense effort, believed 
to be controlled by the KGB and military, to develop 
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CAPABILITIES IN THE FIELD OF PSYCHOENERGETICS. THIS POCGIBLC 
THREAT TO US SECURITY MEANS THAT PRIME CONSIDERATION WIllL

University Laboratory. The magnetometer, a very sensitive 

MEASURING DEVICE, WAS COMPLETELY SHIELDED FROM KNOWN OUTSIDE 
SIGNALS BY A YARD OF CONCRETE. As THE SESSION TOOK PLACE, 
SCIENTISTS OBSERVING & RECORDING INSTRUMENTS ATTACHED TO 
THE MAGNETOMETER WERE ASTOUNDED WHEN TOTALLY ABNORMAL READINGS 
OCCURRED, LASTING MINUTES AT A TIME. THESE ABERRANT SIGNAL

LIMITS SET BY WRITTEN PROTOCOLS fWAff HAVE BEEN REVIEWED AND 

approved by the Surgeon General's AD HOC GRILL FLAME PANEL. 

This panel has been established in complete accord with Federal 
Law and Army regulations governing Human Use Testing. Legal 
aspects of the project have been reviewed by the Army and 
DOD General Counsels, Neither posed any objection to the work 
and provided guidance pertaining to the aforementioned 
Surgeon General's panel.

In August 1977, MIRADCOM let a small eighty-thousand dollar 

ONTRACT WITH SRI TO SEE IF ANY OF THE SOVIET CLAIMS OF MAN- 
MACHINE INTERFACE COULD BE VERIFIED OR DUPLICATED. MIRADCOM 
NOW HAS FOUR-HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS AVAILABLE FOR THIS FISCAL 
YEAR, BUT WILL PROBABLY ONLY SPEND SEVENTY-FIVE TO ONE HUNDRED 
THOUSAND ON ITS INITIAL REMOTE PERTUBATION PROGRAM. INSCOM 
HAS A SEVENTY-FIVE THOUSAND DOLLAR CONTRACT WITH SRI TO TRAIN 
A LIMITED NUMBER OF INSCOM 4MME££S IN REMOTE VIEWING TECH- 
NIQUES. It IS HOPED THAT BY THE END OF THE YEAR INSCOM CAN 
CONDUCT A REASONABLE PROGRESS REVIEW. AMSAA HAS FUNDED A

TOTAL' OF TWO-HUNDRED AND THIRTY THOUSAND DOLLARS THIS FISCAL 
YEAR TO CARRY OUT TACTICALLY-ORIENTED SRI EXPERIMENTS. TOTAL 
NUMBER OF FULL TIME ARMY PERSONNEL INVOLVED ACROSS THE BOARD 
IS FOUR; PART TIME APPROXIMATELY FIFTEEN. 

6. Nothing factual is known of the phenomena's process though 

SOME SUBJECTIVE COMMENTS CAN BE MADE: DISTANCE HAS NO EFFECT 
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ON IT; THERE IS NO KNOWN SHIELDING OR COUNTERMEASURE; MANY 
PEOPLE HAVE THE ABILITY NOT JUST A FEW AS WAS PREVIOUSLY 
THOUGHT. THE ONLY THING THAT CAN BE EVEN SUBJECTIVELY SAID 
ABOUT THE PERSON DOING "iT" IS THAT HE IS ABOVE AVERAGE 
INTELLIGENCE. 

S' In CONCLUSION, THERE IS SUFFICIENT JUSTIFICATION TO PURSUE 
THE MATTER, AT LEAST TO THE POINT .OF TRYING TO CONFIRM OR 
DENY THE PHENOMENA'S EXISTENCE. !’ 6lVEN THE AMOUNT OF ANECDOTAL 
EVIDENCE AVAILABLE TO US WE WOULD BE FOOLHARDY TO IGNORE EVEN 
THE REMOTEST POSSIBILITY OF AN ENEMY THREAT TO OUR SECURITY.
